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3-Terminal AudioA/ideo Wall Plate 

OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack 3-Terminal Audio/Video 
Wall Plate is ideal for home theater hookups. 
It also presents a professional appearance 
when you connect audio/video equipment 
(such as VCRs, camcorders, audio/video re- 
ceivers, and TVs) in different rooms. 

Its features include: 

• two gold-plated phono-type audio jacks 

• single gold-plated F-connector for video 

• solderless rear terminals for easy 
connection 

• fits in a standard single electrical box, or 
mounts on a wall with supplied brackets 

INSTALLATION 


In a Standard Electrical Box 

1. Run cables from the desired sources 
through the wall into the electrical box. 

2. Plug the RF cable into the F-connector 
on the back of the wall plate. 

3. Plug the left channel audio cable into the 
white jack on the back of the wall plate. 

4. Plug the right channel audio cable into 
the red jack on the back of the wall 
plate. 

5. Put the wall plate on the electrical box, 
insert the two supplied short screws and 
tighten them. 


You can install your lj\ 
wall plate in a stan- 
dard electrical box ■ 
or install it directly in ^ 
the wall using the ^ 
supplied mounting 
bracket and screws. 

Your wall plate should terminate either at a 
wall plate in another room or a wall-mounted 
destination device. 

Note: To establish secure connections between 
components, the RF cable must have male F-con- 
nectors at both ends and the connecting audio ca- 
bles must have a phono-type plug at the end that 
connects to the wall plate. 

Choose a location for the wall plate where: 

• Wiring exists or you can easily run cable 
through the wall. 

• The plate’s installation will not interfere 
with existing electrical wiring or wall 
structures. 


6. Plug the receiving audio-video device’s 
RF cable into the F connector on the 
front of the wall plate. 

7. Plug the left channel audio cable into the 
white jack on the front of the wall plate. 

8. Plug the right channel audio cable into 
the red jack on the front of the wall plate. 

Note: Fora plate to plate connection, repeat 
steps 1-4 to connect the RF and audio ca- 
bles in the wall to the rear of the second 
plate. Then repeat steps 5-8 for the front. 

In a Wall 

1. Mark a 1% inch X 4 inch (4.4 
cm X 1 0.2 cm) outline on the 
wall. 

Note: Do not trace the outline of 
the wall plate as this will create a hole too 
large for the mounting brackets. 
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2. Drill a ®/8 inch (1 cm) hole in one corner 
of the outline. 

3. Use a saber or keyhole saw to cut along 
the outline, then remove the cutout sec- 
tion. Be careful not to cut any wires. 

4. Run cables through the wall to the cut- 
out opening. 

5. Plug the RF cable into the F-connector 
on the back of the wall plate. 

6. Plug the left channel audio cable into the 
white jack on the back of the wall plate. 

7. Plug the right channel audio cable into 
the red jack on the back of the wall 
plate. 

8. Assemble the two 

mounting brackets 
(formed and flat 

strips) using the 

four supplied 

medium screws. 

Then place the 

assembled brackets 
in the opening and twist them to fit the 
opening. Adjust the vertical position of 
the brackets so they align with the screw 
holes in the wall plate, then firmly tighten 
the four mounting bracket screws. 

9. Insert the two supplied short screws into 
the screw holes on the wall plate and the 
center holes on the molded brackets, 
then tighten the screws. 

10. Plug the receiving audio-video device’s, 
or wall plate’s, RF cable into the F con- 
nector on the front of the wall plate. 

1 1 . Plug the left channel audio cable into the 
white jack on the front of the wall plate. 

12. Plug the right channel audio cable into 
the red jack on the front of the wall plate. 

Note: For a plate to plate connection, repeat steps 1- 
7 to connect the RF and audio cables In the wall to the 
rear of the second plate. Then repeat steps 8-12 for 
the front.
